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Remarks 



Claims 1-30 are in the application. Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 1-30 are subject to a restriction requirement under 35 USC 121 . 
The Examiner states that the application contains claims directed to patentably 
distinct species relating to Figs. 2, 5, and 6. An election of a single disclosed 
species is required, as is an identification of the claims covered by the species. 
The Examiner states that no claim is generic. 

Applicants elect the species of Fig. 2. The following claims are readable 
on this species: 1-4, 9-13, 18-22, 27-30. 

Applicants note, however, that claim 1 is generic to the species of claims 
2, 5, and 6, and also the species of Figs. 7 and 8. Therefore, upon allowance of 
claim 1 applicants shall be entitled to consideration of all remaining claims in the 
application, namely claims 5-8, 14-17, and 23-26. 

Moreover, each of claims 3, 9, 10, 20, 22, 27, 28, 29, and 30 is generic to 
the species of claims 2, 5, and 6, and also the species of Figs. 7 and 8. 
Therefore, upon allowance of any of claims 3, 9, 10, 20, 22, 27, 28, 29, and 30 
applicants shall be entitled to consideration of all remaining claims in the 
application, namely claims 5-8, 14-17, and 23-26. 

Applicants believe the application is in condition for consideration and 
respectfully request the same. 
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
